The San Is much perturbed becaasa the 
steel work of tint bridge did not go to tho 
lowest bidder. The supervisors' commit- 
tee and the commissioners were solidly 
opposed to each other at the first opening 
of bids for the steel. A member Of the 
supervisors' committee was approached 
just before tbe meeteng at which contract 
waa to be let, by Mr. Fred Matiar of the 
Joliet Bridge and Iron Works company 
and offered 875 to vote with tho commis- 
sioners when question of awarding tho con- 
tract wan reached.

f Farmers* Institute. 

One of the best attended and moat inter- 
esting seBsions of the Luke County Farm- 
era' Institute waa held tost week Wednes- 
day and Thursday at Gurnee. 
^Aftw-preyer-by-Prwident-Hol land j-CT 
W. Grandy, principal of Gurnee school, 
gave a splendid address of welcome, and 
urged' the benefit of advanced knowledge 
for tbe farmer's eons and daughters, as ex- 
emplified by tbe state agricultural experi- 
mental stations and farmer's institutions. 

Following. the address of welcome, Prof. 
F. E. Craneof the Illlnoia, State TJniver- 
aity, gave one of -the most clean, logical 
and Instructive' talks ever heard at the 
Lake County Institute. ' His subject was a 
simple one, "Points on Farm Machinery," 
and well did he discuss it. 

Later on in the day he told of the work 
of tbe University, and said tbat, contrary 
to tbo ideas of many, tbo university taught 
tho boys bow to plow, how to erect and 
take care of alt farm machinery, gave them 
a, working 'insight into hlocksmithing, and 
a natural experience in all of tbe mechan- 
ical aldo of agriculture. He pointed out in 
bis address what draft was required to put 
different plows in different soils, and on 
interesting dlscuaalou was later had on the. 
value and disadvantages of the gang plow. 

County .Superintendent F. "N! Gaggin 
gave an interesting and instructive talk on 
the defects of rural schools. He called at- 
tention to the fact that a county superin- 
tendent today is expected to visit and care- 
fully, observe the workings of 225 different 
roe-niB; that he ia limited to six months in- 
vestigation at six hours a day; together 
with making other reports and doing other 
work, rendered it physically impossible for 
the proper inspection of tbo rural school*. 

He urged uniform text hooka and point- 
ed out that in tbo schools with from 12 to 
15 pupinvtkat six different readers were 
required.

Although any valuation placed on the 
fortune of Marshall Field would neces- 
sarily be specula live, It Is the consensus 
among Chicago huslnexa men that his 
property holdings represent at least 
8125.000,000. Mr. Field miido it tho' rule 
of bis earlier business life never to give 
a note. IBs real estate holdings in Cook 
county alone are assessed at n full valu- 
ation nronnd $50,000,000 and It Is fig- 
ured by real estate experts that they are 
worth close to $10,000,000. Ho was tho 
largest taxpayer in Cook county and had 
held that distinction for years. More- 
over, he was reputed to be the most 
cheerful taxpayer lu the county. Tar 
officials say be never complained of the 
assessment of* his property. 

Mr. Field's dry goods business Is sup- 
posed to be worth $115,000,000, although 
this Is a mere estimate. He owued sev- 
enteen stores and factories In America 
and Kun. 1 1,' and his Chicago establish- 
ment Is the largest nud most complete 
dry goods house In the world. It Is sup- 
posed to bo worth $10,000,000, He own- 
ed real estate in ninny Stntes ns well as 
in foreign countries and- his slock hold- 
lugs were large. 

Two years ago It Is snld Mr. Field 
held $15,000,000 of conimou nud $10,- 
000.000 of preferred stock iu tho United 
States Steel Corporation, of. which he 
wns . a director. At present market 
rabies this stock would be worth nronnd 
$17,000,000. He owned $5,000,000 of 
stock in tho Pullman company, of which 
he was n director. This stock Is suppos- 
ed to be worth $12,500,000. He also had 
$7,000,000 of preferred stock In the Chi- 
cago, Bock Island am] Pacific, Ballrond 
Company, supposed to lie M*urth $-1,000.- 
000, and. according to gossip, hnd 
$10,000,000 of SL Pun! stock. He also 
was a largo stockholder In the Chicago 
nud Northwestern Unilwuy Compnny, 
the 1'rie, Union Pncific and New York 
Central. The aggregate of his holdings 
iu these companies Is estimated at $10,- 
000.000. 

Mr, Field owned great tracts of land 
In Australia and a large manufacturing 
plant there for the production of yarns 
nud woolens. ,IIo was a stockholder In 
tlm American Wooleu Company and had 
nn Interest In the Amory Cotton Com- 
pany, which owns n score of cotton mills 
In New England. Ills wooleu nnd cot- 
ton Investments ore roughly estimated at 
$5,000,000. So vast nnd -varied wcro Mr. 
Field's Interests tfmt tho general busi- 
ness public had no adequate idea of his 
possessions. 

Mr, Field was rated ns the second 
richest man iu tho United States, being 
ranked only by John D. Itockcfeller.- Yot 
he never was ostentatious In his living 
nnd nt no time In bis career cruvcuV no- 
toriety. On the contrary, there nppenra 
to have been a studied effort on Ids part 
to avoid publicity.

Others of tho sailors who- occupied jwr- 
tloiiH of thn vessel not rent a h under by 
the explosion Jumped Into the ocean 
and sought to mviin.froin the shuttered 
hull fur enough not to he drawn down 
In the vortex produced by Its. sinking. 
So rapidly did the vessel Mink, however, 
.that few were nble to lunkc more tuiiii 
a few HtrokCM.. 

Fire hurst from the center of the 
flhlp HlninltatieoUHiy with the explosion, 
nntl while the vessel nettled the (lames 
ttruse In thu splintered decks. One or 
two Kinall houtH worn launched by the 
coolest heads, hut these were of little 
avail In saving life. One of the in wns 
swntnpcd by the crowd that Jumped 
Into It In the panic outboard. Another 
put oft with one olilcer mid several 
sallora Inside und mauaged to make 
land. 1 

Smaller warships; nnd merchant 
craft near the kccuc or the disaster 
steamed out ns swiftly ns possible to 
pick up possible survivors. They found 
few, so suddeit and complete was tho 
wreck of the Aquldn bun. 

The armored cruiser Arjuldubnn was, 
the flagship of Admiral Mello's licet 
during his sensational rebellion against 
Braxll In lWKl nnd -1S04. It waH the 
Aquldn ban which, during that rebell- 
ion, nearly brought on a naval engage- 
ment with tho famous American 
"white squadron" under Bear Admiral 
Bouhuin, in the harbor ot Bio Janeiro.

come. There might not bo panic, but 
thero would be Iobs. 

Thlg Is not a fanciful statement, but 
a rehearsal of what has always occur- 
red when Congress bns had tariff legis- 
lation under consideration. 

Whence cornea tho demand for tariff 
tlnkerlng7 PoRslbly, ns nlleged, cer- 
tain schedules glvo some truHta undue 
advantnge. Yet In free trade England 
tho trusts tire ns powerful as In tho 

nlted States, and It would seem thai 
we must look to some other means 
than tariff legislation to stay their 
hand. Then, too, certain trusts or 
combinations are asking for tho repeal 
of some rates, especially on raw ma- 
terial, and which if conceded would 
add to their profits. And out-and-out 
free traders we have nlwnyB with us. 
But tho pooplo in genernl, busy nnd 
prosperous, while conceding thnt wcro 
it possible to adjust somo Inequalities 
without weakening the whole struc- 
ture they would like to have It done, 
are not calling loudly for tariff revi- 
sion at this time. They evidently be- 
lieve In tho maxim: "It In better to 
bear the Ills we hnvo than fly to oth- 
ers we know not of."— New Castlo 
(In'd.) Courier.

Greateat Unlldlnir Year In Amcrl- 
cn'a HlMtory. 
'During 1003 permits wcro taken out 
In 110 of the principal cities of the coun- 
try for the construction of buildings ag- 
gregating lu cost if.yJS.lfcU villi, against 
$370,071, 130 for 1004, a gain of $152,- 
015,282, or 40 per cent, says the Con- 
struction News. 

This Is a remarkable showing. Never, 
before lu the history ot this country has 
anything. like It ever been seen, yet, on 
tho other hand, there Is, In so fnr ns one 
can discern, uo reason why building' In 
1000 should not exceed the magnificent 
totals oflOOo. All hut four of tltcso 
cities' show substantial lltcreuses, not a 
small gain, but a good healthy advance 
In material development over 1004. 

For example, 'Chicago had a gain of 
32 per cent; New York, 00; Philadelphia, 
3J; and St, LouIh— and this the year 
after the world's fnlrr-a.gain of 05 per 
cent An interesting part of the record 
is the growth - and , development of the 
smaller cities, such as Indianapolis, 78 
per cent;' Coin nib us, Ohio, 03; Louisville, 
05; DeitVer, 58; Detroit, 67; T Kansas 
City, 57; Washington, 01; New Orleans, 
53; Cincinnati, 52; St.. Paul, 52; Cleve- 
land, 48; Brooklyn, 44; Minneapolis, 32, 
und San Francisco, 31. 

Decreases, tjuitc fortunately, number 
only four — Atlnntu, 17; Seattle, 13; 
Pittsburg, 0, nnd Memphis, 3 per cent. 
It is pretty hard to account for this fair- 
ing off, other thnn that Pittsburg has 
shown unusual activity In former years; 
Memphis was affected by ' the yellow 
fever scare, while thero seems uo reason 
why Atlanta and Seattle should- have 
fallen so far behind.

What about the 
thousand and one cities, towns and vil- 
lages scattered all over the country in 
which the era of prosperity lias been 
cn.ua Ily responsive V Were It possible to 
obtain the figures, they would be much 
greater by ninny times over thuu thoso 
contained in the -foregoing. On tho 
whole, the. year was eminently satisfac- 
tory, nml builders and material dealers 
look bucfi upon It with Hie deepest grati- 
tude and wllh a fooling of as*urauce that 
tho Reason" upoii which wc arc now en- 
tering will bo eqnnlly prosperous.

were on the second floor of the build- 
ing, nml I In- ilea His occurred In the 
crush on the tin r row, winding stairs. 

Most of the victims were women and 
children. In the hMght of the jianlu 
men knocked down and t nun pled on 
the weaker iiieniltfrs of tlie congrega- 
tion, mut hers threw nwn'y their babies 
In order to escu|ie themselves, and all 
t licit* primltlre puss Inns were revenled 
In the wild scramble for nafety. 

Scores of the worshipers rushed to 
the north stairway, In which thero wns 
n mIiih-|i turn. The struggling persons 
liecamo wedged nt the turn, and thu 
rulllng gave wny. pteelpltatlug scores 
to the Iloor Itclbw. Others Icnjied upon 
the prostrate bodies nnd made their 
way to the street. Only one man of 
nil those lu the congregation perished, 
mid he was killed by leaping out of n 
window. 

Sin nil I'ln- (iiunt'H 1'iuilc 

The panic was caused by a small 
blaze In the room below the church. 
The pnstor, Itev. K. W. .lohnsou, had 
Just concluded n seruiou on the text, 
"Why Sit We IIere,nnd Die*:" and the 
cpllcctloit wns b<t;,£ taken, when a 
woman in the front of the church saw ' 
smoke coming froiu it crack In the iloor 
near the pulpit nnd shouted the alarm. 
IiiHtuntly the, cry was taken up by oth- 
ers and in n moment the wIioIh congre- 
gation joined in n rush for the doors. 

The pastor tried In vain to stem the 
tide, lie exliorted his congregation to 
rem nl ti calm, but to no avail. Finally, 
seeing tli ut he could do nothing, he led 
n hundred of the worshipers, who heed- 
ed his ml vice, to safety by means of a 
rear stairway, and not one wus In- 
jured. 

At the front of the church, however, 
tho scenes were vastly different. Men 
and women tore the clothes from each 
other's bucks us they sought to gain the 
stairs. In the first rush several women 
and children fell, and over their bodies 
the frantic throng poured, some being 
trl plied as they went, nnd soon tho en- 
tire stairway was covered with pros- 
trate forms. It became n case of tho 
survival of the strongest. 

Till Mb. Quickly Over. 

In spite of the crush on the stairs 
it wns only a few moment before the , 
400 uninjured members of the congre* '' 
gation reached the street. There the 
excitement prevented any attempt nt 
rescue until tho arrival of the firemen 
nntjl police. Women, nenrly nude, ran 
about wringing their hands nml calling 
for missing loved ones. Men, strong 
and willing, lacked the direct lug brain, 
nntl stood Idly by. 

When the lire deportment arrived the 
work of rescue began. In the hallway 
on the first iloor lay n henp of bodies, 
the living and dead mingled, The liv- 
ing were hurried Into nmbulnnces and 
taken to hospitals, and the -dead were 
removed to nenr by morgues. On tho 
stairway, tinder a heap of bodies, was 
that of a baby which probably had been 
dropped by Its mother In her flight. 
On the floor below a 3-year-old boy 
lay dead, his features trampled beyond 
recognition. 

The injuries of those who had es- 
caped death showed how frightful tho 
.struggle for life bad been. Bones were : 
broken nnd fentures were battered and 
scratched by henvy boot heels. Finger- 
murks showed that In the struggle 
those fighting for their Urea bad not 
heeded the lives of others. 

Fire Quickly Quelled. ' 

The fire in the room under' the 
church was quickly extinguished, nnd 
did little dnmage. The. police lnvestl- ' 
gated tho report that the church was 
overcrowded, hut could not substanti- 
ate It. The pastor Insisted that it was 
little more than half filled, ami that 
tbere.wns uo occasion for anyone being 
Injured IT the congregation had re- 
mained calm.

'"plc ought to remember that this country 
took part in the conference of Madrid as 
far back as 1S80 and we were then pledged 
to send delegates to tbe later conference 
whenever it should be called. That pledge 
was nmdo to the Sultan of Morocco and had 
this country not lived up to its promise, 
the Sultan as well ns tbe other signatory 
powers would have felt that they had been 
slighted. This is no new lauch into world 
politics that we are taking but merely ful- 
filling a promise made nioro than a genera- 
tion ago. Tbe sending of delegates has 
been surrounded bv all the safeguards that 
it was possible to give. They nre to sign 
no agreement pledging the United States 
to anything without first consulting the 
State Department. And any one who' 
knows Secretary Root knows that he is not 
likely to commit himself or this country to 
anything in tbe nature of an ' 'entangling 
alliance/* It is just as well for all parties 
concerned that the United States has dele- 
gates at the conference. They will not be 
suspected of any ulterior motives 
by any of the parties to the conference, es- 
pecially by Monoco. They also will help 
to hold tbe balance of power with Herman? 
"We have no especial leanings toward Ger- 
many, especially at this juncture. Bot 
Germany herself cannot suspect us of hav- 
ing any covert leanings toward France. 
while Great Britain is an avowed friend of 
France, more avowed perhaps than actual. 
But still she is prepared to take the part of 
France if need arise in the present contro- 
versy, Tho bulk of the other influence in 
the conference, baring always tho United 
States ought to act as a useful flywheel to 
the convention. As to practical results so 
far as our interests are concerned we prob- 
ably will have mora commercial interests 
in North Africa in n f ow years than we 
have now. Wo have already made over- 
tures of friendship to Abysinnia, and the 
whole of the North African country is des- 
tined in a few years to boa center of great- 
er trade than it has ever been since Car- 
thage ceased to ship her gold and ivory to 
Rome. We will want to be parties to that 
trade development, and it ie just as well 
that we should have representatives on' the 
spot to watch our interests at an import- 
ant juncture. *

(jnlnco ntock. The nenra grow very 
large, sometimes men su ring over five 
Indies. In diameter. Tucciit Is sup- 
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posed to be nbout half the natural size 
of the best fruits. The ilestt is snow 
white, molting ami of n delicate, sweet 
antl agreeable flavor, - 

The color of the ripe fruit Is light 
yellow shading to lemon, with bright 
red spots on the sunny side. The season 
in Northern Franco Is from September 
to November, being In good eating con- 
dition through the whole month of Oc- 
tober, M. Bnltct has tested It for 
years, and does not IvcsltiUo warmly to 
recommend It. His great reputation 
will go. far to encourage trials of this 
sensational variety. — Farm Progress.

To bold fence on banks or lilll sides, 
cut Bliort, posts — any three feet long — 
and dig holes two feet deep above each 
post. Put In post, then nail plank be- 
tween short post nnil fence. — ltoscoo 
Torbctt.

Tho soft w-ilto plumngo Is one of tin) 
chief attntotlons of tha Aylesbury 
breed, and. like most white phunuKO 
lias n tendency to nsaunie n yellow hue 
If exposed to the sun. The beak will 
also lose its tlellcnio pink hue and be- 
come yellow If exposed to too mucn 
sunlight In summer. The bill of tbo 
Pokln should be yellow, but the bill of 
the Aylesbury should bo a Uellcnto 
pink or llesli-eolor, untl birds Intended 
for exhibition must possess this qual- 
ity or theyivlll suffer at the limuls of 
M ie judge. lllnlH raised for exhibition 
puriioscH must bo guarded against too 
much exposure to tho sut'tllglit In the 
summer. Of course, these delicate 
points uro of no consequence to the 
iniirkct jHinlterer other than to show 
the true type of ttie r 'breetl. 
" For fiiria purposes the Aylesbury la 
to be recommended, second only to the 
I'ekln; It iHJssesses the many good 
qualities of the Pel; In, ami cntt bo bred 
with almost the same success. The ml- 
vantages claimed for Aylesbury are the 
eaoo with which It Is. acclimated, thriv- 
ing In cvdry country nnd climate; Its 
enrly maturity; Its great hardiness ! It* 
large size; Its great prolificacy, .ami 
the real beauty which It possesses. 
Ilalflors recommend for raising exhibi- 
tion birds one drake to two ducks, or 
two drakes to Ave ducks, nil being al- 
lowed to run together. Duck raisers 
who raise large numbers for market 
breed them as they do Poking, using 
front four to el^ht .females to ono 
male, according to the seal son of tha 
year. Fresh blood Is Introduced every 
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year to keep.up the size,, nnd breeding 
stock Is seldom kept longer than tbo 
second, or third year.— Exchange. 

tVnulInt Feed. 

A )argc t proportion of tho liny and 
fodder produced on farms is stacked, 
but liny stored In the barn will keep 
in much better condition tbnu when 
stored. In stacks', It is almost Impos- 
sible to escape loss when it Is exposed 
In stacks. : Damaged bay will bo wast- 
ed by tho animals, and there Is nn ad- 
ditional loss In, quantity by exposure 
that runy uot occur In the mow. It Is 
better to sell the liny that cannot bo 
stored In the mow tuna to accept risk 
of tho weather. 

.Fodder can be ns truly wasted when 
put iu the, stomach as when trodden 
under foot. Unhoused cattle have a 
continuous battle for comfort, and all 
consumption of, food shows no result, 
for the, reason that it Is used wholly 
In keeping 'life. Moreover, they ara 
stu tinted by their stay ut this un- 
thrifty stage, and win never show as 
good results afterward, 



liioculnllojt Improve* Hay, 

. Tito Michigan Experiment Station 
1wh been investigating tho iuooulated 
nodule method In regard to its effect 
upon the composition of tho crop, Many 
farmers have reported that tluj, pres- 
ence of tho nodules 1ms uot Increased 
tho bulk of the crop, but the statlou 
reports, after analysis, that the nodules 
Increase the amount of protein present. 

Two areas of soy beans llourlBhed 
sldo by side, one with nodules and tbo 
ottior without; no difference lu color, 
height or enrllnesa was ■ noted, nor 
greater weight of Ijiiy. 

"When analysis wns made of the liny 
It was found tbo liny from tho uodtile- 
beavlng plants contained 1S.52 per cent 
of protein, wlillo the liny from uou- 
Inocnlated plants contained .but. 0.5(1 
per cent. With cowpcas tho experience 
wns similar.

Owlim to the 
dense clouds of dust, which ocnaslonal 
light puffs of wind blew almost \ownrd 
nie, I could not see very clearly. It 
seemed tojno (Aiat they wcro running 
about, ns 'milling' cattle do, except that 
I never kuew cnttlo to 'mill' Jn such a 
small' hunch. I'ltnvc related this lucl- 
duht several times. t,o hunters nnd trap- 
lie rs, who could iifl'unl no cxpluuutlou 
of It Thcra wcro largo numbers of elk 
in that country nt tbo time In bands of 
various sizes."
